TELEGRAPH WIRES 
IN BAD CONDITION 





Communication as Result 
of Floods. 


Owing to floods and storms the West- 
ern Union Telegraph Co. announced at 
10 a. m., Thursday, that it was cut 
off from direct communication with At- 
lanta, Buffalo, Cleveland, Columbus, 
Denver, De Moines, Detroit, Indianapo- 
lis, Louisville, Oklahoma City, Philadel- 
phia, Pittsburg, St. Paul, San Antonio, 
Toledo and Washington. The service 
to Southern points, Dallas, Kansas City, 
Houston, Galveston, Shreveport, Peoria 
and San Francisco is good. That to 
Chicago and Omaha is fairly good. 

The wires to New Orleans, Cincinnati, 
Memphis and New York are hadly con- 
gested, due principally to the necessity 
of routing messages for other cities 
over these lines. The trouble is caused 
mostly by floods. 

The Postal! Telegraph Co.’s eastern 
lines are broken by the Indiana and 
Ohio floods and repair work is slow 
because of the wide extent of the trou- 
ble. All direct eastern wires are ‘n- 
terrupted by the floods. 

As far as possible messages are being 
sent. over circuitous routes. <A great 
deal of the St. Louis business is being 
sent to Chicago and Cincinnati, and 
some to New York, to be handled from 
there, if possible. The Omaha service 
has been restored and there is little 
trouble in the West. 

The Kinloch Telephone Co. is having 
trouble with its toll lines to Terre 
Haute, on account of the flood. There 
is also trouble between Springfield, I1.. 
and Chicago, due to sleet, and between 
Sedalia and Kansas City, due to storms. 

The Bell Telephone Co.'s Western lines 
are in good shape. Four of the six cir- 
cuits to Kansas City are working. The 
connection with Phoneton, O., in the 
fiood district, Is broken.

Governor’s Proclamation Tells; 


Urgent Need of Funds to Buy 
Close at Hand. 


COLUMBUS, O., March 27.—Money* by 
telegraph as the urgent need of Ohio's 
flood regions, is the substance of a 
proclamation issued by Gov. Cox today. 
He said that it is impossible to get sup- 
plies to the stricken districts because 
railroad trains are unable to operate 
and supplies can best be procured at the 
nearest points to the cities and towns 


jaffected. 


“The situation is critical and the need 
is urgent,’’ says the proclamation. 

The officers of the Red Cross are here 
and ready to give assistance, the proc- 
lamation says. 

Gov. Cox has appointed the following 
Flood Committee to handle the funds 
for the flood districts in Ohio: 4%. H. 
Patterson of Dayton, Homer H. John- 
eon of Cleveland, Jacob Schmidiatt of 
Cincinnati, FP. @ Richardson of Toledo 
and George W. Lattimer of Columbus. 
Col. W. Wilson of the Pay Department 
of the Ohio militia will be treasurer.

It has been conservatively 
estimated that 250 persons were ma- 
rooned in the Beckel Hotel, which was 
believed to nave gone up in flames. This 
fact, however, could not be definitely 
ascertained. Whether many persons 
were in other buildings in the neighbor- 
hood is not known. 

Reports today from near Lewiston 
were that the huge reservoir was ex- 
pected to break any minute. A high 
wind was blowing water over the banks, 
the dams were weakening and Lewiston 
people were fleeing from their homes for 
high ground. 

Lewiston is 70 miles from Dayton, but 
it is predicted here that if the reservoir 
there gives away a worse flood than has 
overwhelmed the city will sweep down 
upon the inhabitants now fighting for 
life. Should this catastrophe come be- 
fore the water, now hemming in thou- 
sands, subsides enough to allow boats to 
get through to the stricken people, it is 
predicted it will be impossible to reach 
them for days. Most of them have suf- 
fered from a cold, pehetrating wind, 
driving rain before it, since Tuesday 
noon, 

Men Caught Looting, Shot. 

The city was proclaimed under martial 
law yesterday afternoon and late last 
night. A thief was caught robbing 
homes of persons who had been taken 
to refuge stations. He was shot to death 
by State guardsmen doing police duty. 

Persons taken from flooded homes 
have been well cared for. Although all 
grocery stores outside the flooded area 
sold out their stock yesterday. after- 
noon, food soon was supplied by other 
cities. Doctors and nurses have been 
rushed from nearby towns and today 
Dayton waits to succor its unfortunate 
and care for its dead. 

Fearing that in case the flood should 
subside enough to allow men and teams 
to make their way to the fire they would 
prove ineffectual to combat such 4 
conflagration as seems to be raging, 
Vice-Mayor Huber early today called 
upon nearby towns for fire fighting ap- 
paratus and dynamite with which to 
blow up buildings surrounding the fire. 

Unlike other cities heretofgre over- 
whelmed by flood, Dayton has not rep- 
resentative citizens available to relieve 
the victims. It was impossible to com- 
municate with the Mayor or other city 
offcials, as they are hemmed in by the 
water. 

The relief work is being well done by 
a small number who happened not to 
be caught in the business section when 
the flood suddenly made egress from 
buildings impossible. The rellef work is 
in charge of J. H. Patterson, president 
of the National Cash Register Co. The 
cash register plant, the only structure 
of importance not seriously affected by 
the flood, has been turned into a huge 
hospital and pat Bonomi house.

S DEGLARED IN 
INDIANAPOLIS 


Governor Sends Troops to Flood 
District After Vandals 
Begin Looting.. 


By Associateq Press. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., March 27.—Gov. 


Ralston at noon today declared the West 
Indianapolis flood district under martial 
law. . 

Vandals started to rob and pillage 
and a company of State troops was 
rushed into the district and many ar- 
rests were made. 

The Governor’s action was due partly 
to the action of commission men in rais- 
ing prices on food stuffs. The price of 
eggs has gone up 10 cents since yester- 
day. 

Before the supply of bread available 
on the West Side had been exhausted 
today loaves were selling at 23 cents 
each. The supply of meat had been ex- 
hausted. 

The Vandalia Railroad bridge over 
White River went down this morning, 
carrying with it 10 cars put there to 
hold it in place. The Pennsylvania’s big 
trains from St. Louis, for the East, en- 
ter over this bridge. 

No Government in District. 

That section of Indianapolis lying ‘west 
of the river is the poorest in the city. 
The supply of meat, eggs, milk, coffee, 
bread and butter virtually was exhaust- 
ed before noon yesterday. This section 
was absolutely without communication 
with the business section of the city. 
There was absolutely no government, 
the municipal administration being rep- 
resented only by a few firemen who had 
been cut off, and by two policémen who 
had started with a rescue boat on the 
East side and were thrown by the cur- 
rent to the West Side. 

Coal was taken from cars standing 
in the yards and it was said a car of 
refrigerated beef would be opened to- 
day. This may not be necessary, how- 
ever, as the river subsided three feet 
during the night and daring persons 
were able to cross over the icy ties of 
the Big Four Rallroad bridge. 

In the Methodist.Church on the West 
Side today twins were born prematurely 
to a woman rescued from the bottoms. 
The only physician available was a victim 
of the morphine habit. He went insane, 
and after making three unsuccessful at- 
tempts to jump from a window, was 
placed in a straight-jacket. 

Snow and Freezing Temperature. 
Organized rescue work was resumed 
after daylight today in the flooded dis- 
trict. Police officials and rescue work- 
ers estimated that 500 persons spent the 
second night of the flood on the second 
floors of houses and buildings. Three 
were known to have been drowned, and 
a night of snow and freezing tempera- 
ture threatened an increase in the death 
list. 

Men who refused to leave their houses 
yesterday were to be left to the last 
of the rescue work today and the rescue 
workers expected to begin an organized 
search for the dead. The known dead 
are: 

George Smith, died from exposure, 
Charles Rogers, rescue worker, 
drowned. 4 

Bud Boyd, shoemaker, drowned. 
Smith was a volunteer boatman who 
was thrown into the water when his 
boat capsized and died later from ex- 
posure. He was found by other res- 
cuers clinging to branches of a@ tree. 
At the city dog pound on the edge 
of the flooded district hot soup and cof- 
fee were served to the refugees this 
morning. 

Gov. Ralston today established relief 
headquarters for the needy in the Mor- 
ton Hotel, in Monument place, the very 
center of the city. Tables and other 
equipment were moved from the State- 
house to the hotel, where clothing and 
other provisions will be received and 
distributed to the refugees. 

Five women rescued and taken to 
Tomlinson Hall in the heart of the city 
are suffering from pneumonia, and cases 
of whooping cough and measles were 
discovered among the refugees, Those 
suffering from contagious diseases were 
removed at once, and inspectors from 
the city Board of Health, aided by 
nurses from hospitals, set to work to 
prevent contagion. 

Tomlinson Hall refugees were supplied 
with 500 mattresses and 20 blankets 
from the army supplies at Fort Ben- 
jamin Harrison, 

Hugh Dougherty, a local banker, has 
been designated by Gov. Ralston in his 
proclamation to act as trustee of the 
State fund which will be used to relieve 
suffering in the State at large.

The Atlas Hotel, which collapsed, also 
was reported on fire. 

The three companies of militia from 
Cincinnati, as well as several squads of 
Cincinnati police, restored order in the 
tewn, but were almost helpless last night 
owing to the darkness and the rain. 

As yet no looting has been reported. 


River Falls Slightly. 
The river has fallen slightly and hopes 


are entertained that it will recede 
enough today to allow the rescuers to 
save the marooned ones from starva- 
tion. 

The death list cannot yet be estimat- 
ed, but it appears certain that it will 
run into three figures.

Peru (Ind.) Citizen Witnessed 
Vivid Scenes When Waters 
Were at Height.

LYMOUTH, Ind., March 27.—A 
raphic description of the flood which 


is believed to have swept 200 or more 
residents of Peru, Ind., to watery graves 
and made thousands homeless, was given 
today by Gilbert Kessler, one of the 
heroes of the calamity. 

Weary, tired-eyed and almost un- 
nerved from the loss of sleep and the 
sight he had witnessed, young Kessler 
staggered from the relief train of the 
stricken city. 

A most vivid scene was that when 
fear-stricken women leaped from the 
rescue boats and ended their lives. The 
roaring current and the terrible sights. 
he declared, had maddened them. 

“It was too awful ever to forget,” said 
Kessler, with a shudder. “It was cold 
and damp and misty and the sight of 
that black water rushing on pitilessly 
just seemed to take heart out of most 
or us, especially the women, 

‘“T was piloting one of the rescue 
boats to the courthouse and the boat 
was pretty well filled. One of our pas- 
sengers was a woman. We were mov- 
ing rather shakily through one of the 
main streets, when all of a sudden I 
saw this woman rise from her seat and 
begin to wail, ‘Oh, what is the use. 
We'll all be drowned anyway,’ and she 
plunged from her seat into that boiling, 
fuming torrent. 

“The next moment I found myself 
in the water. I saw a slender arm stick 
up for a moment; I made a grab for 
it, but it went down. There wags no 
chance to swim in that Niagara. I seized 
the stern of the boat with one hand and 
gradually drew myself aboard. 

‘I picked up one of our oarsmen a Iit- 
tle later. He was still alive. Later we 
were bringing another load to the court- 
house, when a woman lunged out de- 
spairingly and we ali went out again. It 
was a fight and I was busily engaged in 
saving myself. Altogether three times I 
was thrown into the water and I am 
wondering how I escaped. The current 
swept around street corners with tre- 
mendous force and only the most experi- 
enced oarsmen could propel the craft 
with any degree of success, One of the 
sailors from Michigan City took too wide 
a turn and we landed in the tree tons.’’

The expense of collecting the revenue 
under Koeln, for the four year period, 
was $346,124.26 as compared with $359, 442,- 
.81 during the Hagerman administration. 
Koeln turned back into the treasury 
from commissions $287,019.85 as compared 
with $196,383.30 turned back by Hager- 
man. 

Koeln reduced the cost of collecting 
the revenue to approximately $6 per $1000, 
while under Hagerman the cost was 
slightly in excess of $7. In the admin- 
istration of his office, Koeln has had 
the advantage of the system created by 
Hagerman, who was his predecessor. 

Koeln has been a member of the Re- 
publican City Committee during virtu- 
ally the entire term of his office. He 
has been identified with the Kiel-Stifel 
faction, which opposed and egtried to 
block the Mayor in nearly all of the 
measures he championed. Koeln’s oppo- 
sition to the Mayor was somewhat more 
discreet than that of Henry W. Kiel and 
Otto Stifel.

The seai-for-each.-passenger bill which 
was reintroduced in the House of Dele- 
gates, Tuesday evening, after it nad 
been killed by the Council, will have 
its second reading in the House when 
the body assembles Thursday evening. 
At the regular meeting of the House. 
Friday, the bill will be read a third 
time and probably passed and go to 
the Council again the same day. 

The House has refused to concur in 
the resolution adopted by the Council 
to adjourn sine die March 31, City Coun- 
selor Walther in a verbal opinion given 
two Years ago, held that the House dis- 
solved March 31.

After fasting six days for his health, 


Capt. William Yates vf the Western 
Military Academy faculty at Alton, en- 
joy¢a a real breakfast of milk toast 
Thursday morning. He says his. chief 
reason fo..the fast was that he was 
too heavy. He lost 20 pounds in the six 
days, now weighing only 176. 

Capt. Yates, who is 32 years old, and 
came from Chicago four years ago, is 
violin and piano instructor at the acad- 
emy. He is married, and looks like a 
picture of health. 

“I shall live on milk toast for a few 
days now,’ he said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter, and then get back to ordinary 
diet. , am a physical culture exponent. 
I believe fasting is good for the sys- 
ten’. 

“Seven years ago in Porto Rico I suf- 
fered from malarial fever. Others whom 
I Knew had the same ailment. They 
had the services of doctors. I fasted. 
I got well before they did. Fasting is 
better than medicine. ‘ 

“There are three things in life which 
are most highly conducive to health. 
They are fasting, exercise, and water. 
One should indulge in all of them free- 
ly. I make it a point always to drink 
about half a dozen glasses of water a 
day.”’ 

Capt. Yates explained that he took his 
fast just ended in order to prepare him- 
self for the spring military maneuvers 
of the academy students. He kept at 
work as usual during the six\days. For 
the first three days, he said, he felt a 
craving for food, but after that he was 
not hungry.

At the hearing before United States 
Commissioner Mitchell, Hayes confessed 
that he had registered from 12% North 
Third street, at the instance of a 
boarding-house keeper and a Democratic 
ward worker, whose name he did not 
know. . He said that he really lived at 
2792 Olive street, and knew that he had 
not lived in St. Louis long enough to be 
entitied to a vote. 

He said he was told that fhe workers 
wanted him to register so that his name 
might appear on the registration books. 
He testified that he had not voted at 
any election, and had no interest voting. 
Sweeney also confessed that he had reg- 
istered from the same number, at the re- 
quest of the same people. He said that 
he voted at the recent primary election.

Richardson has this day been ex- 
pelleqd from membership in the 
Merchants’ Exchange by order of 
the Board of Directors. 

“KUGENE SMITH, Secretary.” 
Richardson Pleads Guilty. 
Secretary Smith said that any further 
information regarding the board's ac- 
tion would have to come from President 
John L. Messmore or one of the direct- 

ors. . 

Marshall Hall, vice-president of the 
Exchange, said the Board’s action fol- 
lowed the receipt of a letter from Rich- 
erdson in the noon mail. In this letter, 
he said, Richardson told the board he 
had heard that a special committee had 
been appointed to investigate his trans- 
actions and that he wished to save the 
committee the trouble of taking evidence 
by pleading guilty to a technical charge 
ef uncommercial conduct. 

President Messmore of the Exchange 
when asked for a statement, pointed to 
the @xpulston notice and said that it 
spoke for itself. Messmore is foreman 
of the grand jury now in session. 

The Board of Directors Tuesday had 
appointed a special committee to inves- 
tigate charges that Richardson had not 
conducted himself properly as a mem- 
ber of the organization. 

The charges were based on reports 
that Richardson had borrowed more 
than $60,000 on duplicate bills of lading. 
offering them as collateral security 
when he had already borrowed sums on 
the original bilis, thus rendereing the 
duplicates worthless as security. 

Richardson inas been in the grain 
tusiness in St. Lceuis for the last 15 
rears and was one of the best known 
members of the exchange. He lives with 
his wife and two children at 5533 Cates 
avenue. He is about 42 years old. 

Makes No Statement. 

Richardson has rect been in his office 
ia the Pierce Building for several days 
and an effort to get a statement from 
him has been unavailing. It has been 
said at his home that his whereabouts 
are not known. 

The Special Committee appointed to in- 
vestigate the charges against Richard- 
son was to have held a meeting Thurs- 
day afternoon and Pear testimony from 
his creditors, one of whom is President 
Messmore, who also is foreman of the 
grand jury.

MORE BODIES ARE 
HUNTED IN STORN 
RUINS AT OMAHA 


Total Was 154 for City and Vi- 
cinity When a Systematic 
Search Was Started. 








By Assorlated Press 
OMAHA, Neb., March 27.—For the first 


time since the tornado the city was able 


today to put to work a force of men in 
searching the ruins of the stricken dis- 
trict for additional bodies, many of 
which, Coroner Crosby believed, were 
still buried beneath the ruins. 

When the work began 112 bodies had 
been identifed within the city of Omaha. 
Council Bluffs and other adjacent cities 
reported 42, making a total of 154. 

Two more of the injured died. They 
were Mrs. Pearl Adams, a bride of three 
weeks, and Mrs. E. S. Snyder, whose 
home Was at Twenty-fourth and Lake 
streets. 

Mayor Dahiman today sent to the 
Mayors of the afflicted Ohio towns an 
expression of sympathy, in each mes- 
sage bespeaking for the people of Omaha 
the hope that reports of flood disasters 
might prove to be exaggerated. 

Relief Work Is Slow. 

Relief work has become exceedingly 
slow, as it takes much time to prepare 
card indexes of sufferers’ wants and 
to make requisitions on the Central Re- 
lief Station at the Auditorium for sup- 
plies. While these formalities were be- 
ing carried through, ‘want stliked 
through disconsolate homes from one 
cérner of the city to the other. The 
task of caring for those needing food, 
clothing, supplies and money seemed to 
be too large for the relief forces. 

Forty-five more persons applied for 
aid Wednesday than on any previous 
day. There remained, however, many 
cases of sensitive pride that prevented | 
sufferers from applying for assistance. 
It was reported that 28 persons were 
huddled in four rooms in the southwest 
section without proper heat, clothing or 


the situation and gave aid. 

A young girl who came to the station 
at Forty-sixth and Leavenworth streets, 
told of a father, years ol4, who had 
labored for 49 years and had just com- 
pleted payments on a small home, which 
was in ruins. The father would not aak 
for ald, but the child did and it was 
forthcoming. 

At all the stations it was sald that 
many of the injured had been taken 
to homes of relatives or friends.

Is There Favoritism? 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

I also would like to call attention to a few of 
the defects in our present school system. The 
most noticeable of these is the method of mak- 
ing promotions, especially in the high schools. 

A promotion in our schools depends upon 
the favorable mark of the principal and of the 
assistant superintendent, who under the best con- 
ditions can not ascertain the nature of the work 
done by a teacher in the brief visit or even 
visits which they may make to the class room. 
Besides, their likes and dislikes may be an im- 
portant factor in their decisions. 

As a result of this method faithful and hard 
working teachers remain eight or ten years 
without receiving recognition, while others 
whose work is not better receive three or four 
promotions during half of that time. 

Highschool teachers do practically the same 
amount of work.

Why should 
one teacher receive but $800 per year while an- 
other who has the same number of classes re- 
ceives over $2000?

Will you kindly permit me to contribute the 
following to the “seat-for-every-passenger”’ 
erature? It may not be along the lines of most 
contentions, but the fairness of your editorial 
rolicy will, I am eure, justify its being published, 
if it is found to be, in your judgment, to the point. 

St. Louls brokers are advising owners of United 
Railways common or preferred stock to sell and 
buy Chicago Railways. In support of their ad- 
vice they are circulating a statement by the Har- 
ris Trust Co. of Chicago, whose reliability is un- 
doubted. The statement shows that the surface 
roads in Chicago have within five miles the same 
trackage the United Railways of St. Louis has 
and within a hundred of the same number of 
cars, but earn $18,000,000 per year, while the 
United Railways earns $12,000,000 per year. This 
figures out $50,000 per day Chicago pays for what 
we get for $32,000 per day—Chicago paying its 
1500 street cars an average of $22 per day while 
we pay our 1459 street cars an average of $23 
per day. 

There are at Jeast two and one-half times as 
many people in the Greater Chicago than there is 
in the Greater St. Louis and 100 per cent more 
of thein ride on their surface cars than ride on 
the surface cars of St. Louis. Figure this out per 
car and you get some interesting results. Each 
car has to travel 71 miles per day in St. Louis to 
earn $23. It would have to travel only 56 miles 
ir. Chicago to earn $32. We pay an average of 
less than 5 cénts per passenger per day for 
street car service. Chicago pays over 6 cents per 
day per passenger for its surface cars alone—and 
how much more it pays for elevated cars I don’t 
know.

ACK in the dark ages, before the 
days of bacteriology, the doctors 
had to do a great deal of guess- 
ing about the cause and nature 
of disease. It was but a step from 
evil spelis and witchcraft to miasms and 
humors—a step in the dark. The medi- 
cal profession marched where necessity 
led, and necessity sometimes led in 


istrange directions. 


Not sO many years ago, for instance, 
pretty much every disease in the medi- 
cal dictionary was directly or indirect- 
ly charged up to the weather—‘‘catch- 
ing cold.’’ Atmosphere being plentiful- 
ly distributed through the’ community, 
and changes of temperature, pressure 
and humidity being every-day occur- 
rences, what more. natural than _ to 
utilize the air also as a means of ex- 
plaining the spread of contagious dis- 
ease? 


It was long an accepted axiom of 
sanitation that such maladies as diph- 
theria, scarlet fever, measles and small- 
pox were air-borne infections. Quar- 
antine regulations have always isolated 
victims of these diseases as far as 
possible from their relatives and 
friends. The morbific matter has been 
supposed to travel through the air, for 
long distances sometimes, to infect 
healthy persons. And health officers 
have deemed it imperatively necessary 
to fumigate and disinfect the rooms oc- 
cupied by the patients after recovery 
or death: but it now appears that all this 
quarantine and fumigation is love’s 
labor lost. 
HE progressive City of Providence, 
R. I., has a health officer who for 
% years or more has been doing a tall 
lot of thinking on this subject of quar- 
antine and disinfection. Between thinks 
he has been an indefatigable student 
of sanitary statistics from all the health 
departments of America and the Conti- 
nent.

stance, cannot live long enough out of 
the body to infect subsequent occupants 
of the room, and on the strength of Dr. 
Chapin’s belief the Providence Board 
of Health has abandoned disinfection of 
the premises after diphtheria. 

What has been the result of this ap- 
parent foolhardiness? Fearful epidem- 
ics? Not noticeably. The doctor didn’t 
do all that thinking and studying for 
nothing. From the time terminal dis- 
infection was abandoned (March, 1905) 
up to the present, Providence has had. 
but one outbreak of diphtheria, and 
that was not nearly so severe as one 
the nearby city of Worcester had about 
In August, 1905, there 
was not a single case of diphtheria in 
the city; in August, 1908, the number 
of cases reached the astounding total of 
one! While the returns show that Provi- 
dence has its share of diphtheria, still 
the number of cases per thousand in- 
habitants does not exceed that of Bos- 
ton, where terminal fumigation {s still 
carried out. 

The fumigation of rooms after scar- 
let fever cases has likewise. been dis- 
continued in Providence with similar 
surprising results. 

“Both theory and the facts, as far as 
iny data are available,’’ says Dr. Cha- 

n, “indicate that terminal disinfection 
ifter diphtheria and scarlet fever is uf 
no appreciable value. Much of the disin- 
fection after tuberculosis also is uw- 
less. The feebleness of the _ gerins 
influenza, meningitis and pneumonta 
outside of the body indicates that fo- 
mites (clothing, sick-room utensils, toy=. 
books, etc.) can have no part in the ex- 
tension of these diseases, and that di.- 
infection is quite unnecessary.” 

ERSONS, not things, carry. dis- 

ease. Out of 1400 bacteriologic:.l 
examinations of articles in the rooms 
of diphtheria patients diphtheria germs 
were found only a dozen times, an‘ 
Only on such objects as handkerchiefs, 
spoons and drinking glasses. But even 
such evidence does not prove that con- 
taminated articles could convey diphthe- 
ria, because the germs just curl up and 
die soon after leaving their natura! 
medium. of existence—the nose or throat. 

The detection of human germ carriers 
is so recent that sanitary science has 
not yet found a way to cope with then. 
“Typhoid Marys” probably exist in ev- 
ery city, but few of them are appfe- 
hended even when they have carried ty- 
phoid to dozens of people, as the orig- 
inal “‘Typhoid Mary” did. 

‘Diphtherfa carriers are frequently dis- 
covered in schoolrooms when routine 
cultures of all the pupils are taken by 
medieal inspectors. 

Practically every indoor dweller har- 
bors living pneumonia germs in mouth 
or throat—germs capable of inducing 
pneumonia and many other serious di.- 
eases in susceptible persons. But it 


fection is not air-borne, but carried 
from case to case by careless friends, 
relatives, nurses or physicians, or by 
pets or insects. 

Dr. Chapin describes an interesting ex- 
ample of the way in which infection 
travels. He was called one day to see 
a child with scarlet fever in a well-to- 
do family. He found the door of the 
sick room carefully hung with a sheet 
wet with an antiseptic to prevent germs 
from flying through the hall. After ex- 
amining the throat with a spatula he 
handed the latter to the mother, who 
took it into the hall and laid it on an 
upholstered sofa, then opened the door 
of an adjoining room with her saliva- 
infected hands. Meanwhile the attend- 
ing physician sat on the edge of the bed 
and handled the patient, an entirely un- 
necessary proceeding at the time, and, 
except for the example set him, would 
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Germs of disease are not killed by smells; but are rendered inocuous by asepsis, which is cleanliness. 


have departed, perhaps to visit another 
child, without stopping to wash his 
hands! 

Even in a fine hospital that imitates 
the French .in the treatment of conta- 
gious cases Dr. Chapin observes unpar- 
donable sins of omission. Doctors and 
nurses, gowned and capped and rubber- 
gloved, thoughtlessly passing from par- 
tition to partition feeling pulses and 
smoothing the bed coverings without 
ever pausing to rinse their hands! And, 
worse still, the medical superintendent 
freely handling contagious cases and 
then going directly to the public office 
without wasting any time washing his 
hands! 

Such thoughtless offenders labor un- 
der the old fetich of air-borne infec- 
tion and are apparently quite incapa- 
ble of grasping the meaning of the new

Kirkwood Voters Organize to 
Fight Sale of Town Elec- 
tric Plant. 

The ‘“‘Get-Together” political party of 
Kirkwood met Wednesday night at the 
w. Cc. T. U. Hall and changed its name 
to the ‘‘Municipal’’ party. It adopted a 
platform in which the main plank is 
an expressed opposition to the sale of 
the Kirkwood Electric Light and Power 
plant to the Union Electric Light and 

Power Co. of St. Louis. 

The new name of the party was adopt- 
ed to convey to the voters at the ap- 
proaching election the fact that the 
party stood for municipal ownership, 
unless a vote of the people decided oth- 
erwise. 

A Council slate suggested by a nomi- 
nating committee was unanimously 
adopted. The nominees are: J. W. Fin- 
ley, First Ward; Dr. C. A. Dunnavant 
and George Bennett, Second Ward, and 
J. W. Harken, Fourth Ward. A nomi- 
nee. from the Third Ward will be se- 
lected later. Fred Dohr, the present 
Marshal, was renominated for the same 
office. 

Members of the new Municipal party 
expect that the five Councilmen who 
voted to sell the city plant will put an 
opposition ticket in the fleld. W. A. 
Simon was elected chairman and A. L. 
Ossenfort secretary of a committee to 





that city. 
The message gave no details.

Walter J. Miller of Lamar. Mo., presi- 
dent of the Continental Life Assurance 
Co. and the International Fire Insurance 


Co., testified in the trial of Harry M. 
Coudrey and Harry B. Gardner in the 
l'nited States District Court Thursday 
that he had never subscribed for $760,- 
00 worth of stock in the twin compa- 
nies, as shown by the books. 

Gardner and Coudérey are being tried 
on charges of using the mails to de- 
fraud in the promotion of the two come 
ranies. Miller was made president of 
the companies after Gardner and Cou- 
Grey had their organization under way. 

Miller testified that he subscribed for 
1000 shares of stock at $25 a share, pay- 


the balance. The stock subscription book 
showed that Nov. 1, 1909, he subscribed 
for 10,000 additionel shares. He was 
credited with a cash payment of $50,000 
end four notes of $50,000 each. 

No Knowledge of Signing Notes. 

The notes were due in six, seven, 
eight and nine months after date, ac- 
cording to the notes them:zelves and the 
stock records. Miller admitted that the 
signatures to the notes appeared to be 
his, but said that he had no knowl- 
edge that he had ever given any such 
notes, or had promised to make any 
guch stock subscription. 

In September, 1909, Miller testified, he 
;ad a conference with Gardner relative

He could 
not remember that he had made out the 
$50,000 notes in the presence of a man 
named Hackney of Lamar, or that he 
had ever told anybody that the insur- 
ance companies were too good a thing 
for Gardner to have, and that he in- 
tended to have them thrown into the 
hands of a receiver.

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~ INOHIO TREES AS 
TRAIN GOES BY 


Railway Embankment Only Land 
Out of Water in Sea South 
of Cleveland. 


CHICAGO, March 27.—Farmers . with 
théir families are marooned on railway 
embankments for miles in flooded Ohio, 
according to reports brought by long de- 
layed failway passengers arriving here. 
W. Cc. Watkins of Tiffin, O., who arrived 
on a Baltimore & Ohio train which had 
detoured hundreds of miles to avoid 
washouts, told of tragic scenes along 
the railway line. 

“From Alliance to Cleveland is like 
a sea,” he said. “I saw people in trees, 
some sitting up and others hanging over 
limbs as if they were frozen to death. 
The nearer ones would wave to us and 
call out feebly, asking us to send help. 
I saw one man drop into the water with 
a great splash: as the train crept by a 
hundred yards away. He probably was 
dead when bre fell. 

Saw 12 Perish in Flood. 

“There are floods as far as one can 
see at Tiffin. As the train pulled out I 
saw a smal] frame house going slowly 
by on the water. There were twelve 
persons huddled on it. The house struck 
some snag under water and rolled over. 
All were thrown off and I did not see 
any of them climb back. it was freez- 
ingly cold. 

“Hundreds of once'prosperous farmers 
were herded on the railway embank- 
ment some time after we left Alliance. 
arm animals were on the embankment 
with the people. For miles the railway 
line was the only refuge from the water. 
Part of the way the train ran slowly 
through a foot or more of water which 
covered the tracks. The cold and suffer- 
ing people begged us as we passed to 
take them on board. They begged for 
help and for food. Whenever we reached 
& town We would urge the people there 
to send back help to the sufferers on 
the railway line.”’ 

A Task for the Government, 

Congressman Frank Buchanan of Chi- 
cago, passenger on the same train, said 
that it would be well nigh impossible to 
get relief into the country in time to 
prevent the loss of thousands of lives. 

“It Is a task for the Government,”’ he 
said. “No private enterprise would be 
equal to it.’’
